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REMARKS 


Claims 1-6, 8, 10-15 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and Claims 7, 9, 16 
and 18 are rejected under 35 ILS.C. §103(a). These rejections are believed to be overcome in 
view of the amendments to the claims and the remarks to follow, 

35 ILS.C. S102(b1 

Claims 1 and 10 and accordingly, Claims 2-6, 8, 10-15 and 17 are amended to define the 
air passageway as constructed and arranged to extend over a portion of the spray nozzle whereby 
the incidence of solution leaking from the nozzle is reduced. A basis for this language is found 
in Ihe last sentence of paragraph 25 of the specification. This feature is also seen in FIGURE 2 
of the drawings and the position of grooves 26 and opening 24, as well as the spacing of inner 
portion 23A and air holes 24A in FIGURE 5. 

Dobbs of record does not teach the feature of an inlet passageway extending over a 
portion of the spray nozzle. Instead air aspiration openings 29 are located at the end of nozzle 
cap 14. This allows for a leakage of solution from the nozzle assembly 26 as the solution would 
have a direct path out of the assembly, This is obviated in applicants' defined foam nozzle as the 
air inlet grooves extend a distance back from the nozzle heads 42 and 42A. Reconsideration is 
requested. 

35U.S.C, § 103(al 

As Claims 7, 9, 16 and 18 are dependent on Claims 1 or 10, these claims include the 
previously discussed and defined air passageways. Dobbs does not suggest an air passageway 
which affords an indirect air passageway to a foam nozzle, Instead Dobbs suggests a direct path 
at 29. Reconsideration is requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, this application is believed to be in 
condition for allowance.
